The weekly reports by the commercial agencies 
show a very satisfactory condition of general trade 
and industry. As Dun’s business review states, “Good 
news predominates. Treasury shipments of — small 
change to the interior largely exceeded the amount in 
transit a year ago. Prices of commodities declined 
2.7. per cent during March.” Bradstreet’s review 
notes that “Spring trade at wholesale apparently has 
passed its zenith, but reorders, especially at the west, 
are unusually good. Building and building material 
are active.” Dun’s report on commercial conditions 
in the Chicago district says, in part, that, “An unusu- 
ally good official crop report, increased use of money, 
and further broadening in demands upon productive 
branches have been encouraging developments and 
favorably affected the business situation generally. 
A material addition to activity was derived from the 
opening lake traffic and a large initial water move- 
ment of necessary raw material. Contrasted with a 
vear ago, labor is better employed at good wages, 
current disputes being fewer and working agreements 
well assured. Reports from the leading manufactur- 
ing interests emphasize recent favorable opinions as 
to the outlook. Commodities under the influence of 
improved general demand and easier transportation 
now are under widespread consumption. Mill and 
furnace products are being forwarded in remarkable 
volume and late shipments of general merchandise to 
the interior were greater than a year ago.”

To the Canning Trade: 


One of the most interesting and important subjects under discussion at the Canners’ 
Convention, recently held at Columbus, Ohio, was the quality of the Tin Plate used in the man- 
ufacture of Packers’ Cans. 

It was the universal opinion as expressed at that Convention by the Packers that the 
quantity of Pig Tin used in coating the black plate is insufficient; and there was a strong senti- 
ment in favor of petitioning Congress to enact Laws, making it compulsory for all Tin Plate 
Manufacturers to use not less than a certain quantity—say 3 lbs.—of pure tin coating to each 
box of tin plate produced, taking 112 sheets of 14x20 size asa basis. For reasons of policy, 
this action was deferred. 

Tin Plate Manufacturers endeavor now to put on approximately 2 lbs. of Pig Tin per 
box. That the Canning Trade regard this quantity as unsatisfactory is evidenced by the 
sentiment shown at the convention, and also by the more practical method of being willing to 
pay the additional cost of cans, made of a higher grade of Tin Plate. 

To meet this demand we have arranged a schedule of prices which follows: 

Regular Standard Commercial Packers’ Cans are made of Standard Commercial Tin 
Plate, as now furnished by the Tin Plate Manufacturers. The other prices represent simply the 





additional cost to us as can makers of the better grades of Tin Plate:

F all foreign countries England affords the 
most inviting field for packers who wish to 
promote foreign trade in American canned 
food. The British market is the most con- 
servative in the world; the English people dislike to 
step outside the beaten paths; yet, for all her conser- 
yvatism, speaking the same language, with manners 
and customs very similar, and with no prohibitive car- 
iff reared against our products, if an effort is to be 
made to create a demand in any foreign market, atten- 
tion should first be directed to England. 

In the British market the entering wedge has al- 
ready been inserted. England is to-day the largest 
buver of American canned goods, including practically 
everything in this line. We exported during the 
eight months ending February, 1905, a total of 
029,427 pounds of canned salmon, valued at $2,789,- 
6o1. Exports of canned fruits during the same period 
reached the total value of $2,328,660. We shipped 
abroad during the eight months ending February, 
1905, canned vegetables valued at $358,490, and of 
these exports the larger part went to England, our 
best foreign customer for virtually every article of 
canned food we produce and which, we believe, can 
be made to materially increase her purchases by well 
directed and persistent effort. 
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The consumptive capacity of Great Britain is enor- 
mous, and her markets lie almost at our door. A good 
deal of educational work will be necessary, quite a 
thick crust of prejudice, perhaps, will have to be re- 
moved before the outlet in that direction can be con- 
siderably increased; but, excepting on canned fruits, 
no tariff bars are up against us, and steady, persistent 
hammering would in tine batter down the obstacles 
in the way to the creation of a larger market in -that 
country. The continental countries have reared high 
tariff walls against American canned products, but 
England has not done so, and in seeking to increase 
the outlet for our canned goods it is to England that 
we should first turn. 

Since it became desirable to look beyond the con- 
fines of our own country for a market for our canned 
corn, the thoughts of those who have given the most 
attention to this matter have turned toward Europe, 
more especially England. So far as this article is con- 
cerned the introduction uf it to the consuming public 
of Great Britain cannot be easily accomplished. In 
the first place, perhaps, the bulk of British consum- 
ers do not know what corn, as we speak of it, is. To 
the mind of the average Englishman the word “corn” 
conveys the idea of the smaller grains, such as wheat, 
oats, rye, etc. The vegetable which we call corn he 
calls maize, and hardly knows it by any other name. 
Besides, the British public look upon maize merely as 
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food for horses and cattle; that at least is the popular 
idea. Corn is virtually unknown to Englishmen as 
a product for human consumption. It will be realized, 
then, that so far as canned corn is concerned the 
british market can be won over only by the most de- 
termined and persistent effort. But we believe it can 
be done. 

Certainly there is no reason why foreign demand 
for such American canned vegetables as tomatoes, 
peas, string beans, etc., cannot be increased many 
fold. The vegetables named are all universally used 
for human food; but it is different with corn. The 
old New York wholesale grocery firm of Thurber, 
Whyland & Co. endeavored nearly twenty years ago 
to introduce canned corn in the British market, and 
were more or less successful, but at that time canned 
corn was less known there than now. English con- 
sumers had not acquired—nor have they, in fact, up 
to the present time—a taste for it as we in_ the 
United States have. Since the days of the Thur- 
ber, Whyland & Co. effort, which received some finan- 
cial support from Maine packers, there has been some 
little progress; vet the surface of the British market 
has hardly been so much as scratched, and that coun- 
try, which contains in the neighborhood of 50,000,000 
of people, with tastes and appetites much the same as 
our own, does not as yet consume much, if any, more 
canned corn in a year than is eaten in the same period 
by the people of a couple or so counties in any state in 
the Union. 

The possibilities of the English market, however, 
are almost unlimited. If the United States consumes 
from six to eight million cases of corn in a year, what 
reason is there that Engiand should not consume, say, 
three or four million cases? The work of populariz- 
ing their product in Great Britain would be slow and 
discouraging at the outset, but if persisted in it is our 
opinion that it would eventually be crowned with suc- 
cess. Mr. F. B. Thurber, member of the old firm of 
Thurber, Whyland & Co., himself believes that, prop- 
erly advertised and pushed, so meritorious an article 
would find favor sooner or later. In our opinion, as 
in his, it is simply a matter of effort along the lines 
followed in introducing «ny new article to the public 
in this country. 





England is conservative, but it is a conservatism 
which can be overcome. The cranberry growers of 
Cape Cod some years ago, after expending consider- 
able time and money, overcame British conservatism ; 
the American Cereal Co. by businesslike effort have 
introduced into England, and continental countries as 
well, many of their products. American corn canners, 
too, by the same well directed effort, with the exercise 
of proper patience, can do the same. 








Self-Cooking Canned Goods. 

It is difficult to conceive of the conditions where 
canned goods need be consumed without preparation 
by use of a fire, but evidently such circumstances do 
exist, as several arrangements for chemically heating 
canned goods are being applied practically in Ger- 





many. In one case the heat is derived from so-called 
hard spirit contained in a receptacle attached to the 
can, and in another by allowing water containing a 
little acetic acid to act upon unslaked lime, which 
ingredients are also contained in receptacles attached 
to the can.—Daily Newspaper.

may be longer, but results will be satisfactory if only 
patience and perseverance along the right lines can 


be demonstrated. There is no branch of trade that 
requires more confidence than the export trade in 
canned goods, for several reasons: 

l‘irst—the distance from shipping points. 

Second—the fact that you are dealing with people 
of a foreign country who purchase goods in sealed 
packages. Confidence alone will mean permanent suc- 
cess in increased trade, and confidence can only be 
attained by and through honest goods, honestly repre- 
sented and honestly packed. In other words, there 
must be character back of the goods, and in time that 
character makes itself known to the buyer, and follows 
the goods to the consumer. 

We often hear it said that we cannot get this or that 
export trade, and it is repeated so often that people 
begin to believe it. Of course, if we are determined in 
our own mind that we cannot get it, then that settles 
it, and why bother to go after it at all? 

To get new trade in foreign countries goods must 
be made known to buyers, and the most satisfactory 
way to accomplish this is by advertising, not neces- 
sarily in a trade journal exclusively, or in the news- 
papers, but also by traveling men, salesmen, agents, 
etc. The best advertising is in the goods themselves. 
Superlatives in advertisements in this trade are of 
absolutely no value. A piain statement of actual facts, 
backed up by the goods themselves and the character 
behind the goods is the best advertising that can be 
done. In other words: “The proof of the pudding

is in the eating thereof.” The building up of export 
trade, as well as the building up of any trade, is purely 
a matter of mind. If it is determined to go after and 
build up the trade and if it is right to do so, then it js 
equally right that we should find customers to take our 
goods, provided we go after the trade on the right 
lines. So that the mind of buyer and seller must and 
will be in accord when the trade is undertaken in the 
proper way. There may be to the ordinary mind dis- 
couraging features to be overcome, but if we recog- 
nize them as discouraging features we might as well 
quit at once, for true success in the distribution of 
goods and building up of new trade can never be 
achieved unless we continue with determination to 
succeed, and with the recessary patience and perse- 
verance. 

While our own efforts have been in the line of build- 
ing up export trade in California canned fruits, the 
same rules applied to the building up of export trade 
in all classes of canned goods—fruits and vegetables. 
‘rom personal observation in foreign countries, | 
make the positive statement that this trade can be 
built up if the right men with the right methods and 
on the right lines undertake the work with determina- 
tion and the positive thought of success. 

Of course, in any new enterprise so far as foreign 
trade is concerned, a united effort headed by the right 
men can succeed easier than individual effort. They 
say that in war it’s “the man behind the gun” that 
brings success, so in extension of trade relations with 
foreign countries, and the building up of export trade 
in canned goods-—fruits or vegetables—it is the “char- 
acter behind the goods” that will ultimately bring suc- 
cess and result in establishing such goods permanently 
in foreign lands. 








oring of vegetables by copper for domestic use, but 
permits it for exportation.’ 

“The doctor is sadly misinformed. At one time 
pure foodists obtained such a prohibition order in 
France, but on the 29th of April, 1889, the Minister 
of Commerce, Mr. P. Tirard, advised the Association 
of Paris Packers that, in conformity with a decision 
of the Committee of Public Hygiene, the Minister of 
the Interior had annulled all orders restricting the use 
of copper salts for that purpose. 

“Furthermore, the statement that peas are colored 
by the use of sulphate of copper is not exact, as only 
on the freshest and naturally green peas can the chlo- 
rophyll, or natural green color, be held by this process, 
while over-matured, heated or yellow peas cannot be 
so greened. 

“The conclusions adopted by the Council of Hy- 
giene on report of Dr. Gallipe, Dr. Du Moulin and 
Mr. Ogier, were that the quantity of copper is infin- 
itesimal, and it forms a chlorophyllate or albuminate 
insoluble in the human organism, and vegetables so 
treated are as easily digested as those which are not 
so treated.” 
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Packers’ Interest in Express Rate Discrimi- 
natiun. 

S. F. Haserot, president of the Haserot Canneries 
Co., of Cleveland, O., operating three canning plants 
in the east, states that there was an error made by the 
Associated Press in reporting at the time of his (Mr. 
Haserot’s) recent visit to Washington that he had 
lodged with the Department of Commerce and Labor 
a specific charge against express companies for rate 
discrimination. The report by the Associated Press 
was given wide publicity. It was stated, in effect, that 
canned goods packers considered themselves unfairly 
treated by the discrimination alleged to be practiced by 
the express companies and that they were strongly dis- 
posed to have the federal authorities if possible gain 
for them relief. Mr. Haserot, who represented the 
canned goods packers of the United States through 
the National Association of Packers of Pure Canned 
Foods, states that his purpose in going to Washington 
was to learn whether the express companies, as com- 
mon carriers, came under the jurisdiction of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission or whether they, as cor- 
porations, were properly under the jurisdiction of the 
Departinent of Commerce and Labor. 

“The opinion was expressed that these companies 
and their operations,” stated Mr. Haserot to THE 
CANNER, were subject to examination by the Commis- 
sioner of Corporations, and I thereupon laid before the 
assistant a statement of facts in connection with, what 
appeared to me, discrimination in the carrying of pack- 
ages from Forestville, N. Y., where our largest plant 
is located, to various large cities of the east. My ob- 
ject in endeavoring to determine what course to pur- 
sue in connection with this apparent discrimination 
was to be able to present the matter in proper form at 
the next meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
newly organized National Association of Packers of 
Pure Canned Foods. 

“The publicity given ‘o my statement by the news- 
papers brought a more or less vigorous protest from 
the officials of the express companies that discrimina- 
tion was not practiced. 

“Whether the term discrimination covers the case or 
not, | have the facts in my possession, which I desire 
to present at the next meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the newly organized association, which indi- 
cates, in brief, that a package weighing 45 !bs. con- 
taining samples of canned food with Dunkirk, N. Y., 
for instance, as its initial point, costs for delivery in 
Washington, D. C., $1.00, while an identical package 
from Forestville, N. Y., to Washington, D. C., costs 
$1.75. This package, with Dunkirk as its initial point, 
takes the same route as one which starts from Forest- 
ville, goes over the same rails, travels a longer distance 
and goes right directly ‘hrough Forestville upon its 
journey to its destination. 

“If this is not discrimination, what term could be 
used for it that would properly define it? Why should 
the people of Forestville pay nearly double for trans- 
porting a package from their city to Washington what 
the people of Dunkirk pay for the same service from 
the same express company, going over the same route, 
except that the distance is longer. 

“T have actual records, which I am now prepared to 
present to a duly constituted committee of the new 
National association, which will be in position to at 
once show cause for its existence. 

“In introducing articles of canned food, especially 
in markets where a given brand has not been known, 
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it is necessary to distribute samples freely. In intro- 
ducing Kornlet-—-the cream of green sweet corn—an 
article which my company produces and which is com- 
paratively new to the public—it is necessary to send 
out samples freely, and the cost of this service should 
not be increased-—in my judgment—to the detriment 
of the business. 

“T have no doubt that other canners who may be 
located at points reached by one express company will 
find, upon investigation, that the situation under which 
they are laboring is identical with that of ours. 

“Correction of evils of this kind, as I understand it, 
is the reason why a National association ought to be in 
existence and which ought to make it become the 
means of general good. I am, therefore, very heartily 
in favor of the organization of a thoroughly represen- 
tative and strong association that will be able to take 
up these questions for members and handle them in 
the way that no single individual can hope to cope with 
them. 

“While in Washington I also brought to the atten- 
tion of one of my esteemed friends, who happened to 
be at that time in the city, the Hon. Charles L. Dick, 
Senator from the State of Ohio—the fact that in the 
evolution of the tinplate business in this country there 
had been a constant apparent shrinkage in the amount 
of tin used to coat the regular grades of plate used in 
making cans. 

“Laboratory tests have indicated that tin to the 
amount of not more than 14% lbs. to a box 14x20 size 
has been used in coating plate which was again used 
in making cans in which to pack articles of food. It 
does not take a very wise man or a deep thinker to 
appreciate that, in order to develop a successful and 
constantly growing business and one in which the 
health of the country is bound up more or less, not 
only should sound raw +roduct be used, but the pack- 
age in which the food is contained should also be of 
such character that its contents would be preserved in 
proper condition. 

“My object in bringing the matter to the attention 
of Senator Dick was to get his idea of the proper way 
to present the matter to Congress in order to get a law 
established compelling the use of cans for the preser- 
vation of food to be made from tinplate having not 
less than 2% lbs. of tin coating to a box of 14x20 
base. 

“It is not a question of whether the law ought to be 
enacted or not, but it is a question as to how best can 
such a law be established upon the statute books of 
the country to compel manufacturers to provide the 
proper kind of tinplate and, likewise, to compel can- 
ners to use it. 

“T sincerely hope that competition, in order to secure 
a low price upon cans, will never reach such a pitch 
in the canning business as I heard mentioned at one 
time several years ago in connection with the manu- 
facture of another article of food, namely, that in- 
stead of being slightly adulterated, as one of the man- 
ufacturer’s friends remarked, there was “really a dash 
of the genuine article.” 

“T hope the time may not come when we will be 
buying tinplate or cans made of plate which has been 
coated with a dash of tin. When we get into this 
condition it will be high time for good men to look for 
occupation in other directions; whereas, if certain 
methods are followed which are indicative of the prop- 
er care, there is really no limit to the increase of 
canned food as an article of meritorious domestic and 
foreign use.

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There is general complaint among local brokers on 
account of the dullness cf the canned goods market. 
The week has not been signalized by activity in any 
line. Movement is small throughout the list. 

All connected with the canning business are much 
interested just now and indulging in considerable 
speculation concerning the scale on which packers are 
making preparations for putting up tomatoes this 
vear. We have directed inquiries to scattered points, 
and replies received indicate that there will be in 
some localities a noticeable reduction in acreage. In 
some other sections where tomatoes are packed on a 
large scale the canners are going ahead in much the 
same way as last vear, but, taking the country over, 
the acreage will be undoubtedly curtailed. The per- 
centage of reduction does not promise to be large, 
but our investigations lead inevitably to the conclusion 
that shrinkage in acreage is general. The season, 
however, will determine whether or not a moderately 
reduced acreage will mean a smaller or larger pro- 
duction than that made in 1904. 

Opinions of others concerning preparations for to- 
mato packing this season will be interesting. Here 
is the view expressed by cne whom we consider one of 
the best posted packers in Maryland: “Apparently 
preparations for packing tomatoes will be smaller than 
last year, but it is too early to determine the extent 
to which acreage will be reduced.” 

A large New Jersey packing firm writes us the fol- 
lowing: “Regarding tomato acreage in our locality, 
we think the same factories will run this season that 
ran last, with about the same number of acres con- 
tracted for, and should the season prove a favorable 
one, there will be just as many tomatoes packed as 
last year.” 

Here is what one of the largest tomato packers in 
the state of Indiana has to say regarding the outlook 
for the 1905 season: ‘We have heard in an indirect 
way of several tomato canneries that will not run and 
of only one or two new factories. We understand 
where the prices: for the raw product have been low- 
ered that farmers are not taking hold of the growing 
very freely, which usually tends to curtail the acreage. 
With ail of this, however, we believe with a good 
productive season, Indiana will do about her usual 





million cases.” 

From Muncie, Ind., a report states that, “Many of 
the big canneries throughout Indiana will not be op- 
erated this season, while others will be. run for a 
short time only, because of an over-production of 
canned tomatoes and peas last season.” 

In this connection we quote the following from the 
Indianapolis ‘““News” of late date: “That the 1905 
pack of tomatoes for Indiana will be much smaller 
than last year is assured from the reports of packers 
that they have either reduced their acreage under 
contract, or will suspend operations entirely for the 
Several Indiana packers lost heavily on the 
last pack, and some have large stocks of medium and 
low grade tomatoes left that up to the present time 
they have been unable to sell.” 

A tirm of canners who are a factor in the tomate 
packing business in Deiaware write that “It is too 
early as yet for us to give you any information in 
regard to preparations for packing tomatoes in our 
section. The most of our growers have not come in 
for any seed, so we are not in a position to give any 
information in regard to the probable tomato acreage 
for 1905.” 

Another large Maryland packer who is in close 
touch with conditions in his section writes THE CAN- 
NER that, “As far as our arrangements are concerned, 
as well as the houses for whom we sell, the pack of 
1905 will be very much curtailed. Never in our 
business life have arrangements been so slowly com- 
pleted as this season and to-day not a hundredth part 
of the cans have been contracted for that we had 
contracted for to this time last season. [Everything 
points to a short pack as far as we know.”

In reference to the situation East, we quote the fol- 
lowing from the report of a well known Baltimore 
canned goods house: “It may seem odd that, with the 
numerous reports going out of Baltimore of a good 
demand for tomatoes, the market does not show more 
signs of improvement. As a matter of fact, there is 
a very good sale for tomatoes, but offerings seem to 
run just a little ahead of the demand. ‘This will ac- 
count for the easy market. There are evidently some 
packers around who are either compelled to sell their 
goods or are disgusted with carrying them, and this

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means that buyers still nave the market pretty much 
their own way. However, we have not heard of any 
sales of No. 3 standard tomatoes being made under 
6oc per dozen. Most of the lots being quoted at this 
figure are not high grade standards.” 

Another well posted Baltimore house comments on 
the tomato market as follows: “Increased business 
in spot tomatoes was the only feature of interest in 
this market the past week. The buying orders came 
from the north, south and points west, east of Cin- 
cinnati and Toledo. No speculative buying has been 
indulged in, every order apparently being to cover ac- 
tual wants, and they were all for immediate shipment. 
The lower range of prices stimulated the buying, and 
the outlook has improved to that extent. There was 
very little done in future tomatoes, and the situation 
is unchanged from the previous week. It looks like 
spot tomatoes are now “n bed rock.” 

Early fruits and vegetables were damaged in some 
of the southern states, but, taken as a whole, the ef- 
fect of the low temperature, which in many localities 
reached the freezing point, seems likely to have no 
further influence than to delay shipments of truck 
to the north for a few days. Of course, the longer 
southern truck is in getting to northern markets, the 


better for the consumption of canned goods. Gen- 
eral destruction was threatened, and while most 


southern sections escaped a real freeze-up, dispatches 
indicates that early vegetables and fruits suffered 
quite badly in Tennessee, Kentucky, parts of Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, and Maryland, even down into 
Georgia and Alabama. 


Tomatoes— 


Spot tomatoes continue very dull in Chicago, with 
the market week, as last reported. Standard No. 3s, 
western packing, are practically unchanged, being 
67%4c per doz., delivered Chicago. Nothing whatever 
is being done here in Western 1905 packing. West- 
ern futures are quoted at 6714@7oc, f. 0. b. factory, 
and buyers are showing almost no interest. Reports 
from New York indicate that buyers are quite in- 
different towards tomatoes. .In some instances hold- 
ers have been pressing to make sales, yet the buyers 
seem indisposed to take hold. The market there is 
about as it was last week, with offerings of fair quality 
spot standard 3s at 65c¢ delivered; 6744@7oc deliv- 
ered for spot New Jerse 3s.

Some 
will sell goods called standards at 55c, or even 52'%c, 
while a few others are holding for as high as 75¢, 
Consumption continues to be large, yet the production 
last season was so very heavy that there is still a big 
surplus in first hands. We can say nothing new in 
regard to futures. Late reports on the New York 
market indicate that spot corn is somewhat steadier, 
if the quality is fairly good. It is reported, how- 
ever, that business on desirable quality is still possible 
at around 55(@6oc, delivered. State standard is of- 
fered in New York for future delivery at 70@75¢, 
higher for fancy grade or _ specially well-known 
brands. A good many job lots are offered in the 
Baltimore market, but business doesn’t seem to be at 
all active at that point. Prices are difficult to quote, 
owing to the irregularity in the quality of the offer- 
ings. A report received this week notes the booking 
of orders for future fancy “shoe peg” at 62M%c, fu- 
ture “Maine style” at 50c, less discount, f. 0. b. pack- 
ing points. 

Beans— 

Market on beans remains firm, with fair demand. 
We hear the following prices on spot goods: No. I 
grade, No. 2 cans, refugee wax, $1.40; No. 2 grade, 
No. 2 cans, refugee wax, $1.20; No. 1 grade refugee 
green beans, No. 2 cans, $1.50; No. 3 grade refugee 
green beans, No. 2 cans, 95c, f. o. b. factory, less 15¢ 
freight allowance.

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Peas— 

Peas are in some demand in the local market, with 
prices on the whole steady. With fewer desirable 
erades at very cheap prices obtainable now, there have 
been, taking the several large markets of the country 
collectively, considerable sales of cheap and medium 
grade peas during the past thirty to sixty days, the 
movement of which from packers’ hands has gone far 
towards lessening the surplus and bettering the situa- 
tion and the feeling. Reports from the New York 
market indicate some demand for peas at steady 
prices. Baltimore advices say there have been no re- 
cent changes in spot prices and that demand is light. 
Pineapple packing in Baltimore is near; following it 
will come strawberries and next peas, which are but 
a month or a little more off. That market quotes 
standard early Junes at 60@65c, standard sifted at 
75@8oc, standard marrowfats at 60@65Cc. 

Apples— 

Gallon apples are quiet in the Chicago market. 
There has not been a great amount of business dur- 
ing the past week, and prices here are about as they 
were a week ago. Reports on the New York market 
state that gallons are offered by packers at $2.00@ 
2.15, but that the movement is slow. 


Pumpkin— 


Nothing new to be said concerning pumpkin. It 
is the same oft-repeated story so far as this item is 
concerned. No. 3 Western standard pumpkin con- 
tinues at around 60c per dozen, f. o. b. here, though, 
as previously noted, it is possible to make purchases 
for slightly less. 

Fruits— 

Canned fruits are unchanged, the market and sit- 
uation remaining precisely as outlined last week. 
There is no new feature. Fair demand is being had 
for peaches, but sales are in small lots. No market 
news of importance comes from California. Interest 
in that section centers to a large extent in the crop 
outlook, which is fully discussed by our San Fran- 
cisco correspondent in his letter in this issue. A Bal- 
timore report says: “Peaches are strong, because of 
light stocks held here. Baltimore quotes No. 3 un- 
peeled pies at 7214c; No. 3 peeled pies at $1.00; gal- 
lons, unpeeled, $2.50; gallons, peeled, $3.75; 2s sec- 
onds, yellow, 85c; 3s seconds yellow, $1.121%4; 3s 
standard yellow, $1.50; 2s, $1.00.

MAINE. 
The Situation on Canned Corn and the Outlook Discussed by 
“Index.” Number of Packers Expected to Reduce their 


Acreage, Owing to Small Sales of Futures. Clam 


Packing Commences. 


Portland, Me., April 17, 1905. 
Epitor CANNER: 

General business conditions in Maine remain just about the 
same as a week ago. The mud grows deeper, while the ice 
in the great lakes to the north grows thinner. Already the 
trees begin to show that spring is here, a “consummation de- 
voutly to be wished.” 

That there will yet be quite a demand for future Maine 
corn, there is little doubt, for from all sides there come in- 
quiries from buyers who have held back from various causes. 
There is a “tired feeling” among those who have a surplus 
stock of unsalable cheap corn, but it is poor policy to thrust 
these poor goods on reluctant trade. There is no change in 
the general prices among the Maine packers of fancy corn 
for future delivery. There is a little variation, to be sure, 
in the prices of different packers, but that occurs each and 
every year. It is nothing new. Fancy corn is not all alike 
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any more than Paddy’s whisky, of which I have written be- 
fore. “It is all good, only some is better than others.” 

I find that a number of packers who have not sold up to 
their expectaticns, will reduce their acreage. This is a sound 
policy. There is so much poor corn on the market that no 
one can tell for a certainty whether the consuming public 
will take all of their “medicine.” ‘There is going to be in 
Maine this year a great rivalry as to who can pack the best. 
Chis will be a “good thing” that no buyer will regret. 

The pure food law is accepted with much pleasure all 
around, for it will tend to keep up a high standard, and one 
provision will stop putting on wrong labels. I notice that 
among the buyers throughout the country at large. the mere 
fact that there is such a law has produced a good effect. 

The market for what little spot corn there is, is hardly 
as a here is but very little corn that can be called 
strictly fancy, but there is some that is better than the aver- 
age standard. These goods can be bought at various prices, 
largely a matter of give and take. It must not be inferred 
from this, however, that Maine corn is being thrown away, 
but that corn can be bought from 7oc to $1.00 —that is about it. 

Spot succotash can be quoted from 95c to $1.00, and futures 
from 90c to $1.00. 

The packing of clams is now with us, but the call is not 
heavy yet. Buyers are a little apt to forget that the packing 
season is short.

Easy Market on Spot Tomatoes. Salcs of Goods Slightly Off

Within the last ten days there has been quite some im 
provement in the retail grocery trade, but so far first hands 
have not felt the effect of it. Jobbers are buying in a hand 
to mouth way only and are taking no particular interest in any 
line irrespective of the fact that staple canned goods are sell 
ing at abnormally low prices. 

The spot tomato market is nominal and easy at 67 
livered St. Louis. Nothing in strictly first-class goods is ob 
tainable at less than 67%c, but lots of little out-of-condition, 
or a little off in quality, are being sold at 65c, and naturally 
this has a weakening effect on the market. The consumptive 
demand is good and jobbers are selling spot tomatoes quite 
freely. In future tomatoes there is nothing being done, pack 
ers insist upon holding at 67%c, f. o. b. factory, and jobbers 
are taking no interest in Pade 

Vhereas some strictly standard corn might be sold at 53% 
to 55c¢ delivered, there is no urgent demand for it. Corn a 
little off quality is being offered at 50c and seems to be taking 
the place of better quality. At any rate, this is about the 
only thing jobbers are buying in the line of corn, and not 
much is wanted even at this price. 

A few western early June peas are being offered at 57% 
to §5c. Good lots at the former price being the only graae 
that there appears to be any demand for. 

Owing to the advance in domestic sardines in the east, our 
market has advanced about 15c per case. Quarter oils now 
being held at $2.95 to $3.00, 4% mustards at $2.25 to $2.35.

Canned apples are quiet and inactive. Standard Michigan 
and New York gallons being held nominally at $2.15. 

Canned salmon is very quiet, with very little demand. 
Standard red Alaska at $1.12% to $1.23% according to brand, 
and pinks at der.

Peaches at from 9%, 1oc and Iic, for standard, choice and 
extra choice.

“Cal.”’ Discusses Fruit Prospects. Crops not Looking as Well 
as a Couple of Weeks Ago. Prospects are for Light 
Prune Crop. Talk of New Canned Fruits. 


San Francisco, April 15, 1905. 
ipiroR CANNER: 

‘he crops of the state do not look so well as they did two 
weeks since. There have been no frosts of any consequence 
and no damage whatever has resulted from them. It is 
generally considered now that anything except a black frost 
would not injure tree fruits. The short crop where it occurs 
is occasioned by the fruit being in blossom during stormy 
weather, which prevented the insects from assisting in fer- 
tilization. As a result, the unfertilized blossoms are falling 
and matters are beginning to show up as rather unfavorable 
on certain lines of fruit. 

Apricots are practically the only fruit which presents in- 
dications of a very large crop. A severe thinning will be 
necessary in order to make much of the fruit merchantable. 
While we are out of the woods, practically, on frosts, a hot 
spell in June or early July would seriously affect the size of 
cots. 

Salway and Muir peaches look very well and may be called 
a full crop at the present time. Yellow Crawford peaches, 
Fosters and cling peaches of all varieties will be a medium 
crop. The districts which produced last year will have 
smaller crops, but the northern districts which failed abso- 
lutely last season will have a very fair crop. Royal Anne 
cherries are light; blacks show up a little better. 

Prunes all over the state are very light indeed and it is 
a question if the crop will exceed that of last season. This 
is a matter of congratulation rather than otherwise, as it 
will mean a firm price from now on on spot prunes and pos- 
sibly better prices the coming season on the new crop. 

Canned fruits of all kinds may be expected to be listed 
at very close to last vear’s prices. ‘There may be a slight 
change in apricots, but even that is doubtful. It is a question 
if peaches will be listed at lower than last season, as the mar- 
ket is absolutely bare both in first and second hands, and it 
will be impossible to pack a surplus. 

On dried fruits, apricots have opened at 7'%4c for choice, 
8c for extra choice, 834c for fancy. Peaches and pears are 
not being quoted until the probabilities of the crop can be 
more fully ascertained. Holders of spot prunes are firmer 
in their ideas and we do not expect to see 50 to 70s inclusive 
sold under 13g bag basis; 40s will bring 2c, or better, and 
go-100s the same, if, indeed, these prices are not increased 
as the situation develops.

Some Interest in New Jersey Tomatoes. Spot Maryland Weak. 
Corn Market Dull. Peas of Grades Wanted Well Clean- 
ed Up. California Fruits Selling Subject to 
Approval. 


New York, April 17, 1905. 
Epiror CANNER: 

The situation offers little encouragement as compared with 
last week. Buyers are difficult to interest and when they 
do come in the market they are unwilling to pay the prices 
asked. Worse than that, they will not offer anything which 
is even inside the low limit set by holders. The result of 
these two opposing forces is that there is no business done. 
sales are wholly of a routine character and are only of the 
relatively small quantities wanted for immediate use. 

Some interest was reported in spot New Jersey tomatoes 
for buyers’ label, but special packings were wanted and when 
found the prices offered were invariably below the quotations 
at which the goods were held by owners. There is said to 
be no lack of New Jersey standard tomatoes at 7oc and 
under, delivered. As low as 65c New York has been named 
as acceptable by some holders. Such stock does not appear 
to meet the views of buyers, or, if it does interest now and 
then one, it is only for relatively small quantities. Spot 
Maryland tomatoes are moving very slowly and the tone of 
the market is weak. Buyers pay this price only on small 
parcels wanted for immediate consumption. Some buyers 
are reported to be willing to pay 62%c for round lots, de- 
livered, but holders do not care to accept them under such 
conditions. Perhaps later they will be ready to take some 
of the offers now pending at that price, but just at present 
they are 8 aig them down. Spot prices are: Maryland 2s, 
55 to 573 Maryland 3s, 65 to 7oc; Maryland gallons, $1.95 
to $2.10; oe Jersey 38, 70 to 75c; New Jersey gallons, $2.00 
to $2.10. 
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Spot corn receives little attention and futures even less. 
Some state packers are reported trying to secure additional 
contracts covering their 1905 pack, but so far without suc- 
cess. There is no interest in the spot trade beyond supply- 
ing small routine requirements. The market is absolutely 
dead, with the exception stated. Spot prices are: New York 
state 2s, 80 to 85c; Maine 2s, $1.05 to $1.10; Maryland, Maine 
style, 2s, 77% to 80c; western 2s, 75 to 8oc. 

Spot peas that are acceptable to buyers appear to be well 
cleaned up and comparatively few are obtainable in any quar- 
ter. There has been no business of consequence transacted 
during the past week, and so far as could be learned there 
has been no inquiry for goods to be bought in the future. 
Spot prices are: Marrows, 75 to Soc; early Junes, 75 to 80c; 
sifted early Junes, $1.05 to $1.20; extra sifted early Junes, 
$1.35 to $1.50; petit pois, $2.00 to $2.10; seconds, 60 to 65¢c. 

Considerable sales of California fruits for forward deliy- 
ery, subject to approval of opening prices, have been made, 
but aside from that rothing of interest has developed. Un- 
doubtedly some of the reported sales of this class of goods 
made under these conditions are wash sales, but they serve 
as indicators of what may be expected in the future. So 
far as spot business is concerned, practically nothing has 
been done and the outlook doesn’t favor much increase in 
activity right away. Occasional small sales of the scarcer 
varieties of spot goods were reported, but they were too 
small to influence prices and there has been no change in 
the situation. Conditions remain substantially as previously 
reported and prices are unchanged. 

Salmon remained unchanged. The final closing out of the 
130,000 cases belonging to the Pacific Packing & Navigation 
Co. and the assurance that the goods had gone into the hands 
of a strong holder steadied the market. The award of the 
navy contract for 2,000 cases of red Alaska was announced 
at $1.12%, which is somewhat below the regular market. It 
is rumored that some association brands are being offered on 
the spot at $1.17%4, but no confirmation was obtainable. Spot 
prices are: Columbia river 1-lb. talls, $1.65 to $1.75; flats, 
$1.85; hz hes $1.12%4 to $1.25; Alaska red, talls, $1.15 to 
$1.2314; medium red, $1.07%4 to $1.10; sockeye talls, $1.60 to 
$1.67%; halves, $1.15 to $1.20; pink, 80 to 85c; Cohoes, talls,

EDITOR CANNER: 

Trade is dull in all departments, no interest being shown 
beyond filling ordinary routine requirements. Buyers show 
very little disposition to take hold excepting here and there 
one who wishes to dispose of relatively small lots. Some-

to do business. The present outlook doesn’t appear to prom 
ise anything of more importance and the situation is sub 
stantially as it was reported last weck. 

Raisins are very low. In fact, the 1904 crop, the one in 
which buyers have seemed to have confidence heretofore, has 
assumed the same condition as others. There are offers to 
sell seeded as low as 6%4c, which is a decline of %4c, and 
even this cut does not interest buyers. Other grades are 
weak in proportion. There hasn’t been business enough in 
raisins during the past week to pay office rent 

The prune market is reported in a demoralized condition. 
rhe quantity of consigned stock here is not as large as it 
was a vear ago, but it is still understood to be too large for 
the good of the market. The chief difficulty is the fact that 
the quality of the 


stock on offer is not up to the standard re 
quired by New York buyers, consequently, while it is a buyers’ 
market, the buyers are not accepting any of the opportunities 
offered. The demoralization «¢ 


xtends even to the good stock 
offered and price ranges are wide on the same sizes. An in 
stance is afforded in 40s which range all the way from 4%4 
to 5%c, depending upon quality, and buyers will not take 
them at either figure. The entire supply now held in all 
positions is reported light, but it makes no difference with 
buyers, who look on apathetically while holders attempt to 
force their goods on the market by offering at relatively low 
figures. Moreover, buyers will not make offers. If they did 
they would get the Spot prices are: 40-50s, 54 to 
534c; 50-60s, 4% to 4%c; 60-70s, 35g to 4c; 70-8os, 3% to

pivoR CANNER: 
Che weather continued very cool all the past week and th 
last two days the temperature has been exceptionally low for 


this section of the country. ‘There were slight flurries of 
snow both Saturday and Sunday and frosts were reported 
from some sections of western Maryland Saturday and Sun- 
day mghts. Grave fears are entertained for the fruit crop, 
much of which is now in blossom or in large buds ready to 
burst out into bloom. Cherry, pear and plum trees are al- 
ready in full bloom, and in some sections the peach and apple 
trees are in blossom. Fortunately both Saturday and Sunday 
nights were dry and a good wind blowing. Frost is predicted 
for to-night, but the weather bureau prophesies a rising tem 
perature to-inorrow and Wednesday. ‘There are a 
many reports coming in from the fruit growing sections say- 
ing that the cold weather of the past few days has injured the 
fruit crop very much, but [ am of the opinion that not much 
harm has been done up to the present, and should we get 
through this week without any colder weather than we have 
had I think the crop will be safe. The cold snap has extend- 
ed south into the early trucking sections and considerable 
damage has been done to early vegetables. This should help 
the canned market, particularly for peas and string 

and should increase the demand for tomatoes. There 
has been a goed demand in Baltimore for peas during the 
last two weeks and the cheap lots are moving out rapidly. 
This is not to be wondered at when the prices are taken into 
consideration. Standard June peas of very fair quality are 
obtainable at from 65¢ to 7oc per dozen. At these 
house keepers can of course get much better results for the 
table by using canned peas than they can by buying fresh 
goods from the market. 

This demand for peas will in all probability keep up for the 
next four to six’ weeks, and the carry-over will not be as 
large as was expected. 

The temato market has not improved any, and the 
sanguine are now giving up hopes of any decided improve- 
ment for several weeks. No. 2 tomatoes, which had been 
holding up well, have eased off and are now obtainable at 
47¥%c per dozen. No. 3 standards can be bought at 60c and 
gallons at $1.70. The orders have been of the hand to mouth 
variety; that is, none of them much over 500 to 1,000 cases; 
but they have been very numerous and it seems very strange 
that with such a good demand the market does not show 
signs of an advance. Evidently the numerous small holders 
have either been compelled to sell or have decided it is best 
for them to close out and get ready for a new pack. 

Nothing much is being done in futures, although the or- 
ders have been a little more numerous during the past week 
than they have been for several weeks previous. The market 
on futures is 47%4c for No. 2 standards and 65c for No. 3 
standards. 

The inquiry for cheap spot corn has kept up, especialiy for 
standard shoepeg. Buyers have realized that they were taking

Salmon Market Strengthens and Prices Tend Higher. Kelley- 
Clarke Co. to Represent Northwestern Fishcries Co. Red 
Alaska Salmon Regarded as Low. Pink Salmon 
Situation. 

Seattle, Wash., April 15, 1905. 
Epitor CANNER: 

Since the recent sale of the red salmon holdings of the re- 
ceivership of the Pacific Packing and Navigation company the 
market has taken on a decidedly different aspect. There is a 
very obvious tendency towards higher prices, as a steady mar- 
ket is now assured, and there is no longer any danger of a de- 
moralization of prices by the sudden dumping of enormous 


holdings of salmon. The former holders of this salmon, 
which was worth about $500,000, were supposed to be strongly 
situated, but there was some doubt in certain circles as to how 
long they would be able to hold back. There was fear the 
salmon would be offered in parcels to the jobbers, which 
would have had a decided effect toward weakening prices. 
The fact that the entire holdings were disposed of to one firm 
and that this one firm is still holding the salmon back until 
they get a justifiable price for it, has cleared away a sort of 
pali that hung over the market, and now there is freer breath- 
ing all the way arcund. The Kelley-Clark company of Seat- 
tle has been appointed as sales agent for the Northwestern 
l'isheries company, the new holders of the old P. P. & N. 


stock, and is offering it at $1 per dozen, f. 0. b. Seattle, sub- 
ject to change without further notice. This is as low as red 
salmon can be obtained for. Prior to the recent sale there 


were small holdings being th at a trifle below this price, 
but since then this has become the minimum. Other holdings 
are being offered as high as $1.05, and the Alaska Packers’ 
association, of San Francisco, is holding its stock at $1.10. 

The price of $1 on Alaska red salmon is too low and it is 
not believed that it will hold. The Kelley-Clark company 
states that the next change of price will be an advance otf 
from 2' to 7% cents a dozen. 

‘he pink salmon situation is strong. Holdings are being 
oftered at from 70 to 75 cents, but there is very little of it, 
and it is going rapidly. There continues to be an unusually 
strong demand for chums, both from this country and foreign 
markets, but there is nothing obtainable in this kind of fish. 
Some of these orders are being supplied with pinks, but the 
fact that pinks are so short will necessitate a discontinuance 
of this before long. The fact that the preparations for this 
vear’s pack of pink salmon are almost nil is another feature 
that tends to strengthen the situation on pink salmon. A 
rumor that the recent sale of the pink salmon holdings of the 
Pacific Packing and Navigation company receivership went to 
Tapan has been denied by good authorities, who state that the 
salmon’ was disposed of to Americar interests.

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Constitution of National Association of Pack- 
ers of Pure Canned Foods. 


Relow we print the constitution of the new National 
Association of Packers of Pure Canned Foods. This 
constitution was adopted at the meeting held at Pitts- 
burg in March, but was not given out for publication 
until last week, when it was issued in pamphlet form. 
Study of it will reveal the objects, aims and policies 
of the organization, which should convince every 
canned goods packer in the country of the necessity 
for joining and supporting the association and the 
benefits to be derived from such affiliation. 

The organization of the National association will be 
completed at the meeting to be held at the Iroquois 
Hotel, Buffalo, N. Y., at 10 o’clock a. m., on Friday, 
April As stated in THe CANNER last week, the 
trustees of the association will probably elect at the 
Buffalo meeting an executive board of trustees, who 
will select some one for the general managership of 
the organization and others to head its several depart- 
ments. 

The constitution reads as follows: 

Constitution. 
PREAMBLE. 

Whereas, It is believed that by the 
action of canners, the consumption both at home and abroad 
of pure canned foods may be increased and a larger and 
more forceful influence exerted on such questions of mutual 
interest as Federal legislation, the adjustment of freight and 
express rates, the establishment of uniform clauses in con- 
tracts, a beneficial method of mutual insurance, and a valu- 
able system of statistical reports: 

Therefore, In order to obtain the benefits to be derived 
from such organized effort in reference to all questions in 
which they are mutually interested, the following constitu- 
tion for the formation of a National Association of the Pack- 
ers of Pure Canned Goods is hereby adopted. 

Article I. 
NAME. 

Section 1. The name of this association shall be wr

CANNED FOODS.”

MEMBERS. 

Section 1. Any reputable packer of Pure Canned Foods 

in the United States may become a member of this associa- 

tion after having been duly proposed and elected, upon pay- 
ing the annual dues hereinafter provided for. 


Article Il. 


DUES. 

Section 1. The members of this association shall pay an- 
nual dues in proportion to the volume and extent of their 
business, as follows:

Section 2. The dues of members shall be due and payable 


on the first day of February in each and every year; byt 

members who are elected during the year 1905 will be re. 

quired to pay their dues immediately upon their election. 
Article IV- 


Section 1. The officers of this association shall consist 
of a president, two vice-presidents, a secretary and a treas- 
urer. The president and vice-presidents, together with four- 
teen other members to be elected as hereinafter provided, 
seven of whom at the first meeting of this association shal] 
he elected for the term of two years and seven for the term 
year, and of whom seven shall be elected annually 
thereafter, shall constitute the Board of Trustees for the man- 
agement of the affairs of this association. But immediately 
upon the adoption of this constitution all of the above men- 
tioned officers shall be elected by a majority of the committee 
present and voting to serve until the first annual meeting of 
the association and until their successors are duly elected 
and qualify as provided herein. 

Sec. 2. Immediately after the election of the Board of 
‘Trustees herein provided for there shall be selected by the 
Board of Trustees four of their members, who, together with 
the president, shall constitute the Executive Committee.

Article V. 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the president to preside 
at all the meetings of the association, the Board of Trustees 
and the Executive Committee, and to generally perform all 
the duties of presiding officer. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the vice -presidents to act 
in the place and stead of the president at any meeting from 
which he may be absent, and in the event of both vice-presi- 
dents being present, the Executive Committee shall select the 
one to preside. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the secretary to make and 
have charge of the records of the association, and he shall 
be required to give such bond as in the judgment of the 
Executive Committee may be deemed necessary. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the ‘duty of the treasurer to receive and 
account for all moneys belonging to the association. He 
shall pay out no money unless authorized to do so by the 
Executive Committee. He shall be required to give such 
bond as the Executive Committee may deem necessary. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Board of Trustees to 
generally supervise the affairs of this association, and in 
case of the death or resignation of any officer herein pro- 
vided for to fill the vacancy thereby created. And a majority 
of said board may at any time call a meeting for the purpose 
of considering the character and qualifications of any officer 
elected herein provided for; and in the event of thirteen of 
said board so voting, any officer of this association may be 
disqualified and removed and the vacancy caused thereby may 
be filled by a majority of said board. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee 
to generally direct the business affairs of this association; 
to appoint from the Board of Trustees the following stand- 
ing committees: 

Committee on Legislation. 

Committee on Insurance. 

Committee on Arbitration. 

Committee on Freight, Express and Telegraph Charges. 

And such special committees as may from time to time be 
necessary; to engage and contract with all employes of this 
association; to fix their compensation or salaries and gen- 
erally to assume the conduct of the business affairs of this 
association. 

Sec. 7. There shall be annually appointed by the Execu- 
tive Committee immediately after their election a general 
manager at such salary as may be fixed by the Executive 
Committee, whose duty it shall be to take charge of the actual 
work of the association under the direction of the Executive 
Committee, and who. acting under the advice and with the 
consent of the Executive Committee, shall establish and con- 
duct a department of insurance, a bureau of statistics, a bu- 
reau of publicity, and to arrange for such laboratory work as 
inay be helpful in insuring the production of pure canned 
foods; and for the work of each of these departments or bu- 
reaus the general manager shall be responsible to the Execu- 
tive Committee and to the members of this association. 

Sec. 8. The Executive Committee shall from time to time 
appoint such district managers as may be necessary to gather 
statistisal information, report on state legislation, make in- 
specticns of manufactured products and the physical condition 
of property offered for insurance, and to perform such other 
duties as may be assigned them. 




















Article VI. 


MEETINGS. 


Section 1. The annual meeting of this association shall be 


held on the second Tuesday in February at such time and 
place as may be decided upon by the Executive Committee. 
And special meetings may be called by the Board of ‘Trustees 
on giving at least ten days’ notice to all members of the as- 
sociation, which notice shall state the object for which such 
meeting is called. 

Sec. 2. There shall be a meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of this association in every year on the day before the annual 
meeting of the association; and such other meetings may be 
held by the Board of Trustees as a majority of them may 
from time to time decide upon. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee of this association shall 
meet at 10 o’clock a. m. on the first Tuesday of every month 
at the general office of the association. 


Article VII. 


ELECTIONS. 

Section 1. The officers of this association for the first 
year shall be elected by the committee on the formation of 
this association immediately upon the adoption of this con- 
stitution, and shall serve until the first annual meeting of 
the association as provided herein, and at the first annual 
meeting and annually thereafter at the annual meeting the 
officers herein provided for shall be elected by a majority of 
the members present and voting in person or by proxy. 

Sec. 2. Members of this association shall be elected upon 
application after the same has been submitted through the 
secretary to the Executive Committee, whose action shall 
be final as to the election or rejection of any applicant. 

Sec. 3. Whenever any member of this association shall 
violate any of the provisions of this constitution or the by- 
laws thereof, or shall by his conduct become unworthy to be 
a member of this association, he may be expelled by a two- 
thirds’ vote of the Board of Trustees. 


Article VIII. 


BY-LAWS. 

Section 1. Such proper and necessary by-laws as may 
from time to time be required shail be adopted by the Board 
of Trustees of this association and such by-laws may be 
altered, or amended or added to by said board. 


Article IX. 


AMENDMENTS. 

Section 1. This constitution may be altered, amended or 
added to at aay annual meeting of this association or at any 
meeting specially called for that purpose, upon a two-thirds 
yote of the members present, in person or by proxy, and vot- 
ing; but such suggested amendment, addition or alteration 
shall be first referred to the Board of Trustees, who shall 
report the same together with their determination upon it to 
all the members of the association at least ten days before the 
date of the meeting at which such amendment or alteration 
shall be voted on. 





Amended Constitution and By-Laws of Wes- 
tern Association. 


Secretary Ira S. Whitmer (Bloomington, Ill.) of 
the Western Packers’ Canned goods association has 
hal printed for distribution among the members a 
neat booklet containing the constitution and by-laws 
of the association as amended on Feb. 9th, 1905, at 
Coitumbus. The Western association’s constitution 
and by-laws now read as follows: 

Constitution. 
Article I. 

The name of this organization shall be: “The Western 

Packers Canned Goods Association.” 
Article I. 

The objects of this association shall be to protect the manu- 
facturers of hermetically sealed fruits and vegetables against 
unjust and unlawful exactions, to reform abuses, to amicably 
settle differences between its members, and to aid and assist 
in promoting among them that good fellowship and friendly 
intercourse so essential to a successful prosecution of the 
business. 


Article Hl. 
Only persons or firms engaged in the manufacture of 
canned vegetables or fruits shall become members of this as- 
sociation. 
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Article IV. 

The officers of this association shall be a president, vice- 
president, a secretary and treasurer, who shall be the same 
person, and such standing committees as shall be fixed by the 
by-laws. They shall be elected at the annual meeting each 
year by ballot, and shall hold their offices for the ensuing year. 

Article V. 


No alterations, additions or amendments shall be made 
to this constitution without the affirmative vote of two-thirds 
of the members present at a regular meeting. 


By-Laws. 
Article I. 


The annual meeting for the election of officers shall be 
held in February of each year. A majority of all the votes 
cast shall be necessary to a choice. 

Article Il. 


Special meetings may be called at any time by the presi- 
dent, or at the request of five members in writing, which call 
shall specify the purpose for which such special meeting is 
called. 

Article Il. 


The standing committee of this association shall consist of 
an Executive Committee. 
Article IV. 


The Executive Committee shall consist of the president, 
secretary and three members of the association, who shall be 
duly elected by ballot at the annual meeting and shall hold 
their offices for one year. 


Article V. 


In the absence of the president and vice-president the chair- 
man pro tem shall be appointed by vote. 


Article VI. 


The secretary shall, under the direction and control of the 
Executive Committee, have charge of books, records, docu- 
metits and correspondence of this association, shall collect and 
pay over to the treasurer all fees, dues, fines or other moneys 
which may become due from the members, issue notices of 
meetings to committee and members when necessary, keep full 
and accurate proceedings of the association and standing com- 
mittees and perform such other clerical labor as shall be 
necessary. 

Article Vil. 


The treasurer shall, under the direction and control of the 
Executive Committee, receive, invest and disburse all funds 
of the association. He shall keep regular books of accounts, 
and shall file and preserve all vouchers for the payment of 
money. His accounts shall be audited and approved by the 
executive Committee, and for that purpose shall be made up 
and presented to them at the annual meetings. 


Article VIII. 


The Executive Committee shall have generai charge of the 
affairs of the association, shall audit all claims against the 
association, and shall have charge of all reports of trade sta- 
tistics touching the same. 


Article IX, 


Each firm or person becoming a member of this association 
shall pay to the secretary the sum of ten dollars per annum. 


Article X. 


It shall be the duty of the secretary to prepare a list of all 
members of the association, and assign to each a number for 
the purpose of designating them in the reports. A copy of 
this list shall be sent to each member of the association to 
be kept on nile for reference as a key to the reports. 

An asterisk attached to a factory number, will indicate that 
the report of such factory was furnished by another member. 

The secretary shall make a report of totals by states from 
detailed reports received from members. 

The secretary shall make a report on the-first day of July 
and on the first day of each month thereafter—except that 
for January and February, which may be included in one 
report, and be made just before the annual meeting. 

The first report of each year shall be made July Ist, and 
shall show the acreage planted the previous year and the 
pack of that vear, the acreage of the current year, the stock 
on hand and futures sold. 

The August report shall give the amount of goods packed 
during the current year and the condition of the growing 
crops. 
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Each month thereafter until November Ist, the report shall 
show the amount of goods packed, the goods on hand unsold, 
and the condition of the crops. 

The reports for November, December, January and Feb 
ruary shall show the amount of goods packed, and the goods 
on hand unsold, also the amount of goods packed the previ- 
ous year, and amount on hand unsold at same date. 

Chereafter, until July 1st, the report shall show the amount 
of goods on hand unsold. 

Any goods sold, either futures or spot, should not be re- 
ported as goods on hand. 

All factories which were operated the previous year and 
are not operated the current year, and all new factories shall 
be specified by name in the reports from July to November. 

No one will be entitled to receive the reports of the secre- 
tary of the association who has not made a full and correct 
report of his factory on the blank forms furnished by the 
secretary, and who has not paid the annual dues and have 
signed an agreement not to impart the information to. others, 
contained in said report. 

It shall be the duty of the secretary of this association to 
forward by mail to each member a blank report, in time for 
such member to receive the same before the date provided 
by this article 

The secretary shall wait until the fifth day of each month 
for the information called for in this article, and shall on or 
before the eighth day of each month compile the reports re- 
ceived and give information thereof to the members only, 
attaching to the name of each non-reporting member the 
words “no report.” 





Optimistic View of Salmon Outlook. 

The Kelley-Clarke Co., of Seattle, Wash., 
agents of the Northern Fisheries Co., which recently 
bought out the salmon holdings of the defunct Pacific 
Packing and Navigation Co., announce that the North- 
ern Fisheries Co. has decided to operate only four of 
its fourteen Alaska canneries this year. This decision 
was arrived at because of the fact that the season was 
pretty well advanced when the Northern Fisheries Co. 
entered the salmon field. It is expected, therefore, 
that its pack will not exceed 200,000 cases of red 
Alaska and possibly 20,000 cases of pink fish. In their 
review of the market, the Kelley-Clarke Co. say: 

“The chaos which hung like a pall over the Alaska 
salmon business the last three or four years has disap- 
A new era is opening. A new blood has 
been injected. Strict business methods are supplant- 
ing ancient feuds and reckless management. The mis- 
wrecks that have strewn the 
shores of the Alaska salmon industry can never be 
fully told. Fortunes innumerable have been — sunk, 
leaving in their wake a wave of bitter experience to 
sound a warning to those now embarking. 

“The reign of the salmon Pooh Bah is over. No 
longer will the packer enact the role of packer, broker 
and jobber. No longer will the packer play the spec- 
ulator. Hereafter he will pack for the market: selling 
when the product is ready at such prices and on such 
terms, as conimon-sense conditions will permit. In con- 
forming to the new conditions the packer will not 
work alone. The jobber must be prepared to pay such 
prices as will permit the packer to realize a fair profit. 
When the business assumes this basis and not till then 
can we avoid the violent fluctuations which have dis- 
turbed the market the last few years. Stability of 
market, fair profit to packer, jobber and retailer, full 
value to the consumer—these are the pledges of suc- 
cess.”

Tinplate Industry of the United Kingdom. 

The Department of Commerce and Labor, Washing- 
ton, D. C., has forwarded to THE CANNER a copy of a 
report on the tin-plate industry of the United King- 
dom from the United States Vice Consul Phillips at 
Cardiff, Wales. The vice consul states in his report 
that: 

“Employment in the tin-plate industry has picked 
up wonderfully since January, 1904, and the demand 
for labor is quite equal to the supply. At the end of 
Januaty, 1905, 403 mills were in operation. This 
compares very favorably with the return of a year ago, 
which gave a total of 347 mills working. Out of 77 
works open, 64 have all their mills (346) in operation, 
while the remaining 13 have 57 mills working out of a 
total of 78. The estimated number of persons em- 
ployed at the 403 mills is 20,150. 

“In the South Wales, Monmouthshire and Glou- 
cestershire districts 392 mills were working, as com- 
pared with 355 a year ago. The trade remains fairly 
brisk, but some excitement has been created in the 
tin-plate circles of South Wales by determined efforts 
to transfer tin-plate works to Canada. Inducements 
are being held out to some well-known Welsh manu- 
facturers to erect works at Toronto. At present Can- 
ada is one of the best customers for Welsh tin plates. 

“During January, 1904, there were shipped from the 
port of Cardiff to the United States tin plates to the 
value of $38,934, against $82,346 during the month of 
January, 1905, an increase of $43,412. These tin plates 
were all shipped to the Standard Oil company, of New 
York City.”

The Salmon Situation. 


The announcement that salmon prices are to be firm 
at the opening of the season and remain firm through- 
out is not unusual. In fact, it usually comes at this 
time of the year. 

The first hands want to clean up holdings and start 
with a new stock and new prices. They cannot afford 
to talk confidently of the pack to come. But there 
are indications of prosperity for Puget Sound packers 
this season that cannot be denied. Alaska reds will be 
canned less extensively, and stocks, so far as the can- 
ners are concerned, are pretty well cleaned up. The 
Alaska Packers’ and the Rosene holdings are the bulk, 
and they will hold for better prices. Many of the 
Northern canneries will close, as both the big con- 
cerns expect to operate heavily on Puget Sound. Next 
year the large Sound canneries may be expected to 
lie idle while main operations are confined to Alaska. 
The Russian-Japanese war has made a good demand 
for pinks, consequently there will be less of the cheap- 
er grades dumped on red fish markets. The success 
of the new traps in British Columbia will be a factor 
in the Sound pack. If they come up to @xpectations, 
there must be a corresponding reduction in the Amer- 
ican catch. But that will not affect the situation as 
a whole. 


It may be said that the salmon trade is in a better 
and more promising condition than it has been for 
some years. There is every reason to expect a good 


pack and fair prices, which will give a good margin of 
profit on every case put up.—Seattle Post. 


Maine Sardine Packing Starts. 

Sardine packing in Maine commenced last week. 
According to reports just received, there seems to be 
a tendency to run to the western Maine coast instead 
of the eastern as usual. 





Lobsters are Passing Away. 

The outlook respecting: the lobster fisheries is made 
the subject of complaint and warning by the Massa- 
chusetts state board of fish and game commissioners in 
its annual report, which vas submitted to the Massa- 
chusetts legis!ature last week. 

“If the statistics of the lobster fishery gathered by 
this commission,” the board says, “gave any encour- 
agement of an increase of abundance this would be 
cause for satisfaction. Unfortunately, however, the 
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contrary is true, for the figures show conclusively the 
same decadence of supply that has characterized the 
lobster fishery for many years. 

‘The outcome, the commercial extinction of the lob- 
is as sure to result as day is to follow night.”

Colonel Robert Mitchell Flovd of Loston, Mass.. 
editor and publisher of the Trade Press List, will de- 
liver one of the principal addresses before the next 
meeting of the Chicago Trade Press Association. 
Col. Floyd will arrive in Chicago Saturday, April 22d, 
and will be at the Auditorium Hotel Saturday after- 
noon and evening, when he will be pleased to meet the 
members of the rade Press association and his many 
Chicago friends, the Colonel having been for several 
years a resident of this city and well known in loca! 
wholesale grocery and brokerage circles. 

Those who are fortunate enough to be present at 
the Chicago Trade Press association’s banquet, Satur- 
day evening, April 22d, will be given a great treat, 
as Colonel Floyd possesses to an unusual degree that 
rarest of all combinations, personal magnetism and 
genuine eloquence. As a journalist he is probably the 
best known trade press man in the world, as he ts 
widely traveled and his excellent publication has a 
worldwide circulation. To give an idea of what kind 
of a man the Colonel is and the services he has per- 
formed in the interests of the trade press of the world, 
we quote the following sketch written by Aaron C. 
Dowse, editor of the “New England Grocer,” of Bos- 
ton, for “The Journalist.” of New York city: 

“Within the last year or two the conscientious active 
work that has been done by Robert Mitchell Floyd in 
championing the cause of the trade press of the world 
has brought him honors and recognition in every con- 
ceivable way, and to-day his ‘Trade Press List’ is the 
recognized organ of that class of journalism that for 
so long was not equitably recognized by the general 
press. The work that has been done by Editor Floyd 
is far reaching, echoes of it coming from the Orient, 
the Indies, the Latin countries, Europe and the vast 
United States. 

“His business experience in New York city, which 
began at an early period of his life, was acquired in 
the wholesale grocery and flour milling interests, and 
brought him into active contact with the vital questions 
in regard to food products, which added to his subse- 
quent researches have made him a recognized author- 
ity on the pure food question. As early as the Cen- 
tennial Exposition in Philadelphia, his connection with 
it brought him in daily association with the food au- 
thorities from all over the world. He was appointed a 
special delegate to the Tennessee Exposition and was 
the chairman of the New Jersey Commission to the 
Omaha Exposition. From 1870 to 1888 active mer- 
cantile pursuits held Mr. Floyd as a resident in New 
York, Boston, Chicago and Philadelphia, he then trav- 
eled in Europe and returned to his Boston home in 
1898. This varied experience, in addition to his many 
years of intimate personal association with the trade 
and technical press, fitted him to become the editor and 
publisher of the “Trade Press List.’ 

“In 1899 he was delegated to represent the National 
Grocers’ association of the United States at the great 
world’s conference of grocers held in London. He 
was treasurer of the National Grocers’ association and 
was appointed to represent them at the last Paris Ex- 
position. 

“Mr. Floyd is widely known at home and abroad for 
his kindly, disinterested work in every association of 
which he has been a member. He is an active member 
in good standing of the Montreal Board of Trade, 
the Montreal Club, the Royal St. George’s Snow Shoe 
Club, the St. Lawrence Yacht Club, the Boston Press

Fruits. 
Scotland—Dundee. 
UNITED STATES CONSUL HIGGINS, DUNDEE, SCOT- 
LAND. ) 

As there is practically no direct importation to this 
place, this report is based on the experience of Dundee 
dealers, both wholesale and retail. I am informed that 
American fruits—green, evaporated, and canned—are 
all well represented in this district, in much the largest 
proportion by apples, with a fair showing of pears,

piums, grapes, etc. 

Of the dried or evaporated goods, apples are most 
largely consumed, and are either cored or in rings. 
California plums have of late years come largely into 
the market, and meet with growing appreciation. 
Evaporated peaches and pears are also found, but are 
not so popular. 

Canned fruits of all kinds are well known and ex- 
tensively used, especially those from California, which 
from their quality are first in favor. 

Dunfermline 
(FROM UNITED STATES CONSUL M'CUNN, DUNFERMLINE, 
SCOTLAND. ) 

American fruits—green, canned, and dried—are sold 
throughout this district, but it is difficult to say to 
what extent, as no direct importations are made. 

The demand for American canned fruits in this dis- 
trict has increased to a marked degree in recent years. 
Every retail grocer now displays a variety of canned 
fruits, such as apples, pears, peaches, pineapples, apri- 
cots, greengages, and tomatoes. Generally speaking, 
there is no objection to American canned fruit. It is 
becoming very popular with all classes of people who 
can afford to purchase it—except, perhaps, with some 
of the higher class who object to fruit that has been 
in contact with tin. This class prefer the fruit put up 
in glass, even though it is much more expensive. Deal- 
ers who cater for this class of trade here are always 
prepared to meet the wants of their customers by 
carrying a stock of American and other imported 
fruits’ in glass. 

Glasgow. 
UNITED STATES CONSUL TAYLOR, GLASGOW SCOT- 
LAND. ) 

American green fruits are sold very largely in this 
district, Glasgow being the third largest market in 
Great Britain for them, ranking after Liverpool and 
London. Dried, evaporated, or canned fruits are also 
soid here, but only in comparatively limited quantities. 
They do not meet with much favor on the part of con- 
sumers, so long, at any rate, as good green fruit can

be obtained. 
Dried, evaporated, or canned fruits are in nearly 
every case purchased out and out from merchants in 


the United States. They are purchased by practically 
ihe same houses here who act as brokers in the case 
of green fruits, but who sell dried, evaporated, or 
canned fruits on their own account.

As to the quantity of dried and canned fruits used 
in this market we cannot say, but all the dried fruits 
used here are from California, with the exception of 
currants, raisins, and figs, of which there are large 
quantities imported from the Mediterranean ports, 
Our principal supply of canned fruits also come from 
California, while there are also heavy shipments made 
from eastern Canada.

Vancouver Island is almost entirely dependent on 
the United States for fruits of all kinds, excepting 
strawberries, apples and a few small fruits. Conse- 
quently the demand from American houses is limited 
only by the consumption, and increases with the growth 
of population. Supplies come mostly from California 
by the direct San Francisco steamer, reaching Victoria 
the third day after leaving that port, though occasion- 
ally small supplies are sent by cars to Seattle, and 
thence by the regular ferry to this city.

Considerable quantities of American fruit are sold 
and consumed in this district. The green fruits sold 
by fruit dealers are oranges, pears, peaches, plums, 
prunes, apricots, watermelons, and early strawberries. 

The dried and evaporated fruits are handled by the 
wholesalers, and comprise seeded raisins, Muscatel 
raisins, evaporated peaches, pears, apricots and prunes. 
Prunes have a very large sale, as there is no competi- 
tion with other countries. 

Canned goods are used in limited quantities only.

The home factories therefore supply all of the ordi- 
nary canned fruit on the market, such as apples, 
peaches, pears, plums and the small fruits. I find only 
a small stock of American fancy canned goods on sale 
at most of the retail stores. 

Dried fruits are used very extensively, and of prunes, 
peaches and apricots perhaps as high as 95 per cent are 
from the United States. Fancy seeded raisins are 
largely used, and the market is exclusively supplied by 
California packers. Of the ordinary seed raisins com- 
monly used, Spain supplies the bulk on the market.

Hamilton is situated on the base of the Niagara Pen- 
insula, the fruit garden of Canada, which has a large 
export trade in all classes of fruits grown in the north- 
ern states, and hence no imports. 

The fruit growers are progressive and aggressive. 
At a recent meeting at Ottawa a single grower stated 
that he had shipped 1,000 carloads last year. 

The canning industry has nearly or quite kept pace 
with the growers, and only apricots, pineapples, and 
other fruits not raised in Canada are found in cans 
at the shops. American dried and evaporated fruits 
are mostly supplied from California through estab- 
lished local agencies, and in cost, freight, packages, 
and delivery are represented as satisfactory.

Coins Kill Bacteria. 

By DR. HELEN MAE MURCHY, TORONTO, CANADA 

It has long been known that metals possessed anti- 
septic properties, but this old truth received an inter 
esting confirmation recently in a report presented to 
the house committee on banking and curreney, at 
Washington, by the commissioner of health for the 
United ‘States, Dr. Thomas Darlington. This report 
eave the results of a series of experiments made by 
Dr. W. H. Park, a bacteriologist in the research labo- 
ratory of the department of health, to ascertain how 
far coins and paper money are contaminated by dis 
ease-producing germs. It was shown that such con- 
tamination frequently occurs. 

Dr. Park’s first experiment was to cover one piece 
of glass, two pieces of paper, four dimes, four nickels, 
and six pennies with a thin layer of diphtheria bacilli 
(Klebs-Loeffler bacilli). These were allowed to stand 
for forty-eight hours and then tested for germs. 

The bacilli on the pieces of glass and paper were 
still living, but not a single live bacillus could be found 
on the fourteen coins. The coins had killed them. 

So far good, but money travels far in 48 hours, and 
the next thing Dr. Park did was to collect 46 coins 
from children who actually had diphtheria. The re- 
port does not state whether new coins, direct from the 
U. S. mint, were supplied to the children in lieus of 
those abstracted from them in the public service, but 
we hope this was not forgotten in the zeal for scientific 
research. However, the coins were examined within 
six hours, and a good many of them still carried 
germs. There were altogether 35 pennies, seven nick- 
els, and four dimes. Living diphtheria bacilli were 
obtained from three of the 35 pennies, and various 
other pathogenic germs were isolated from three of 
the nickels and two of the dimes. 

Media—the food for bacteria—were next experi- 
mented on. Making media is part of the routine work 
in the bacteriological laboratory. The “office-boy,”’ in 
addition to “washing-up” much small glassware, 
makes broth or bouillon every Saturday afternoon ai 
least, and failing an “office-boy,” the bacteriologist 
must do it himself. This fact explains why some- 
times a singularly appetizing and otherwise inexplic- 
able odor has been known to invade certain sacred 
precincts. 

Other media used in the laboratory are gelatin, 
milk, and cylindrical pieces of raw potato. The bac- 
teria are “fed” by simply dropping them “in the soup,” 
and the large food supply and other favorable condi- 
tions cause them to multiply exceedingly. The bac- 


teriologist speaks of this respectfully as a “young cul- 
ture’ if it is about 18 hours since the microscopical 
germs were dropped into the little test-tube containing 
broth. Another good medium is agar-agar, a kind of 
glue made from Ceylon moss, most of which is im- 
ported from Japan. 

In the experiment, silver, nickel and copper coins 
were in their turn dropped into the soup, and it was 
found after 20 hours that the copper and nickel coins 
had made the broth strongly antiseptic, while the silver 
ccins made it only slightly so. 

Then the coins were laid on gelatin, which is. of 
course, a solid medium, with the result that no bac- 
teria would grow near the place where ‘the coins were 


laid.

It contains a complete list of the products of the 
sears & Nichols Company's factories at Chillicothe 
and Amanda, ©., and at Pentwater, Mich., with direc- 
tions showing many ways of preparing canned corn, 
tomatoes, peas, beets, hominy, pumpkin, — stringless 
beans, etc., for the table. We believe this to be good 
advertising and that the sale of good canned foods 
would be considerably increased if more packers 
would follow the Sears & Nichols Company’s exam- 
ple. 

The following is quote: from their booklet: “There 
are two kinds of canned goods packed and sold. One 
kind is made cheap, mercly to sell cheap. The other 
kind is made especially to be eaten.”
